The twister shot us up 
to about 7000 feet, I should say. 


BREAKS NEAR MIDDLE 

“The ship made two violent 
plunges and broke near the mid- 
die. The forward end shot up 
into the air like an airplane climb- 
ing from the ground. 

“The control car, in which all 
passengers were officers, was on 
this forward end. The struts sup- 
porting this cabin snapped. The 
cabin dropped to the ground like 
a piece of lead. 

“You know, now, the result of 
that sickening drop.“ 

Another story of the tragedy was 
told at the scene of the wreckage 
at noon today by Lieut. W. IL. 
Richardson, chief aerial photo- 
grapher of the ship, who escaped 
injury. 

While leaning against the wreck- 

age, of the great gas bag Lieut. 
Richardson said: 
We were up 3000 feet and I 
was in my bunk. We were caught 
in a squall. We immediately 
headed the Shenandoah’'s nose up- 
ward and ascended to a height of 
about 5500 feet. 

“However, conditions in the 
higher altitude were unfavorable 
and we opened the valves and 
dropped back to 3000 feet. 

“We thought then the ship was 
under control but it was hit under- 
neath by a terrific wind. The con- 
tro car was broken off and the 
ship nosed up to an angle of 45 


degrees. Frame No. 90 buckled 


and broke and the Shenandoah 
broke in two. Then the front half 
split again. 

“The after part grounded in a 
eld on the Charles Mysenger 
farm near Ava at 6:45 a.m. 


CENTER DRIFTS 


“The center section, which was 
a part of the front halt, drifted 
a mille and a half and landed in 
a woods. It was in this section 
that all the deaths occurred. 

“The forepart had so many gas 
cells that it drifted aimlessly about 
and finally landed safely like a 
balloon, coming down near Shar- 
on. 

An enlisted man gave this ac- 
count? 

“Without warning the giant bag 
emitted a rending sound and burst. 

“Men were thrown from the 
drifting ship Uke shot from a gun 
when the huge bag commenced 
spinning from the storm. 

“The control car was the first 
to break loose. This left the ship 
without a pilot and at the mercy 


of the wind. Out pf control the 
bag drifted eight miles before 
bursting. 


“The wind spun the craft like a 
top and the men in all parts were 
hurled from the cabins by cen- 
trifugal force.“ 

Master Sergeant L. J. O’Brien, 
chief radio operator at Fort Hayes, 
listened in at midnight on ° 
Shenandoah. He heard it first at 
South Brownsville, Pa. At 6:13 
a.m., the Shenandoah replied to 
greeting sent by Gen. Howse, com- 
mander at Fort Hayes. 

“Many thanks and good wishes, 
Gen. Howse and personne! of Fifth 
Corps staff, from captain, officers 
and crew,” the message said. 

At 5:26 a.m. the operator on the 
airship signaled: “Am losing my 
seat.” 

That was the last O’Brien heard 
from the Shenandoah.

CALDWELL (O.) Sept. 3.—Fourteen of the crew of the Shenandoah, giant 
dirigible, were killed and two others were seriously injured early today when 
the pride of the United States Navy cracked during a severe storm on its west- 
ern cruise from its Lakehurst (N. J.) airport. Among the dead is Lieutenant- 
Commander Zachary Lansdowne, captain of the ship. After battling the ele- 
ments for several hours, the huge aircraft suddenly shot upward to an altitude 
of approximately 7500 feet from a 3000-foot level where the dirigible buckled 
amidships. The pressure and twisting were so great that it broke the ship in 


The control cabin, swung beneath the foresection of the ship proper, broke away 
and crashed to the ground while at an altitude of several thousand feet. It carried 


most of the crew who were killed.

continent. The time has not come, 
he held, when aircraft can cross 
with impunity great stretches of 
water or operate at will under all 
conditions. 

While Secretary Wilbur declined 
to confirm or deny a report that 
the Lakehurst station may be 
closed, he said the Navy Depart- 
ment has had under consideration 
a plan for both the Shenandoah 
and the Los Angeles which will 
not be affected by the loss of the 
former, except that there will be 
one less airship involved. At the 
same time, he sald, no definite of- 
fer has been received from any 
private citizens to lease the Los 
Angeles for commercial operation. 
Such a proposal, he admitted, may 
have less chance of acceptance now 
that the Shenandoah has been lost. 
In framing estimates for the fis- 
cal year 1927, the Navy Depart- 
ment is understood to have given 
serious consideration to tying up 
its dirigibles and temporarily clos- 
ing the Lakehurst station, primar- 
{ly as an economic move. No offi- 
cial today denied that this step 


was in prospect.

The dirigible plunged 1000 feet to 
earth when her elevating rudders 
jammed. Her nose struck high-

The third major disaster occur- 
red on August 24, 1921. The naval 
dirigible ZR-2 was undergoing tests 
in a flight over Hull, Eng., pre- 
paratory to her delivery to an 
American crew by the British 
builders.

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Shenandoah Damaged While 
Mooring at Night 


Battled With Storms on Fay 
Across Continent 


Many in Southland Counted 
Friends in Crew 


The Shenandoah's most memor- 
able sky voyage, and one that es-. 
tablished a never-to-be-forgotten 
record in dirigible’ achievements, 
was made last October when it vis- 
ited Los Angeles and other Pacific 
Coast cities on a 9000-mile jour- 
ney. 4 

The great gas ship left its han- 
gar. at Lakchurst, N. J., October 
7, 1924. Gliding over the southern 
States, it reached its mooring mast 
at Forth Worth, Texas, October 8. 
completing the firet leg of its voy- 
age. On the following morning the 
ship again pointed ita nose west- 
ward and anchored at San Diego 
shortly before midnight on October 
10, after battling through the as- 
sailing forces of the elements from 
the time it sailed over the eastern 
California boundary. It was beset 
by flerce winds, hail and lightning, 
was lashed, buffeteg and tossed 
through the darkness, and was 
swept inland and driven several 
hundred miles off its course. 


DAMAGED IN LANDING 
Though, on the historic trip, the 
San Diego base was reached with- 
out mishap, serious injury was in- 
flicted upon the aft framework of 
the dirigible during the night land-

It was while awaiting repairs at 
San Diego that the officers and 
crew of the Shenandoah became 
ehdeared in the hearts of all Cali-

Al- 


most all of the officers and men, 


with but very few exceptions, who 
were aboard the Shenandoah at 


ithe time of the disaster yesterday 


morning maneuvered the great dir- 
igible on its Pacific Coast flight. 
While at San Diego, ample time 
was at hand to inspect the mighty 
Shenandoah and to observe the life 
aboard it. Half of the crew were 
on duty at all times, even when 
the ship was moored to its mast. 
They worked at their various sta- 
tions for four hours and then 
were relieved for four hours, Those 
who were on relief chose ‘their 
naps aboard the ship, in their 
bunks, because they received fly 
ing pay for all time spent aboard. 
Living accommodations were 
very satisfactory. The metal bunks 
were distributed along the sides of 
the narrow passageway that pene- 
trated the ship. The matter of 
meals was the most interesting 
feat Whole meals were served 
to man, and three times a 
day. The meals were prepared in 


known as the crew's quarters and 
large enough to accommodate ten 
men, on a gasoline stove. 


SOARS OVER CITY 

The Shenandoah resumed its 
flight October 16, six days behind 
schedule. Its nose slowly lifted 
from the mooring mast, The throb- 
bing crescendo of its five motors 
increased in volume. It climbed 
upward, circled Coronado Island, 
and pointed its prow toward 


Angeles. 

The dirigible on ite northern 
journey, skirted the coast-line, 
soared over Oceanside with sllvery 
threads of surf breaking upon the 
gilded shores beneath it. It kept 


‘at an altitude of 1700 feet to at- 


ford all Southern Californians a 
view of it in flight, then, at Long 
Beachfi turned westward and out 
to sea on a visit to the Pacific 
Fleet at battle practice. 

Returning to the Coast, the 
Shenandoah passed over Los An- 
geles Harbor and soon Los An- 
geles began to unfold itself be- 
neath the aerial leviathan. At an 
altitude of 2000 feet it floated over 
Los Angeles, escorted by a swarm 
of Army and marine airplanes. It 
hovered over the canyons of tHe 
business district, over rooftops 
packed with humanity. — 

In the control car of the Shenan- 
doah as it sailed over Los Angeles 
were Lieutenant-Commander Lans- 
downe, its commander; Lieutenant- 
Commander Louis Hancock, ex- 
ecutive officer; Lieut. J. B. Law- 
rence, senior watch officer: Lieut. 
BE. W. Sheppard, the engineering 
officer; Lieut. Roland G. Mayer, 
repair officer. Of these five who 
piloted the Shenandoah over Los 
Angeles, four were killed yester- 
day. Lieut. Mayer is listed as one 
of the survivors. °

DIRIGIBLE’S TRIP || ANGELENO ESCAPES 
HERE RECALLED, 


IN TWO DISASTERS 


Machinist's Mate Ralph Jones 


Twice, a Los Angeles man has 
escaped death in two of the world's 
most disastrous dirigible catastro- 
phesn. He is Machinist's Mate 
Ralph Jones, member of the II- 
fated Shenandoah crew and son of 
Mrs. O. E. Bowew of this city. 

Machinist's Mate Jones former- 
ty was a member of the crew sent 
to England to guide the British 
dirigible R-38, which was to be re- 
christened the ZR-2, back to the 
United States across the Atlantic. 

The R-38 was on its final test 
flight when, over Hull, England, 
and after it had been aloft for thir- 
ty-four hours, it snapped in the 
middie and crashed—a mass of 
smoke and flames—into the Hum- 
ber River from an altitude of 1000 
feet. Six American officers, eleven 
American members of the crew 
and twenty-seven British officers 
and men perished in the disaster. 
Only five passengers, one an Amer- 
icam, escaped death in the destruc- 
tion of the R-38. Machinist's Mate 
Jones's life was spared only be- 
cause he was off duty at the time, 
the ship having gone aloft during 
his relief period. 

Machinist's Mate Jones also es- 
caped death in the Shenandoah 
disaster although he was aboard at 
the time of its destruction. 


PAIR DIE IN 
PLANE FALL 
NEAR NAPA 


Amateur Aviator and His 
Passenger Killed When 
Ship Plunges 1000 Feet

NAPA, Sept. 3.—Irwin G. Hunt, 
amateur aviator, and Raymond B.

He 
came to Napa by airplane to ap- 
pear as a defendant in a burglary 
case filed several months ago 
against Hunt and Dr. Robert M. 
Lumsden, dentist. Dr. Lumsden 
and Hunt were accused of remov- 
ing fixtures from an unoccupied 
house here. Their trial was to have 
started tomorrow.

Born at Greenville, on Decem- 
ber 1, 1888, Commander Lans- 
downe was appointed a midship- 
man in 1905, receiving his commis- 
sion as an ensign in 1911. In 
1917, shortly before the United 
States entered the war, he was sent 
to Akron, O., for instruction in the 
fiying of dirigibles and lighter- 
than-air craft. 

Later he was sent to England for 
duty with the British raval air 
forces at Scrubs and at Pullman, 
the latter having been the British 
naval air base. Later’ he was as- 
signed to the United States naval 
air base at Brest and then to the 
one at Guipavas, France. 

For a short time in 1921, Com- 
mander Lansdowne was assigned 
as naval aide at the White House, 
but early in 1922 he was sent to 
Germany to inspect the building 
of what later became the dirigible 
Los Angeles. He was first as- 
signed to the Lakehurst (N. J.) 
command in the latter part of 
1923. On February 11, 
was assigned to duty with the 
Shenandoah in connection with the 
then proposed Arctic trip of the 
vessel and had been in command 
since. 

Commander Lansdowne’s great- 
est achievement with the Shenan- 
doah was a 9$000-mile trip across 
the country and back last fall 
which required a trip through the 
Rocky Mountains.

The commissions, therefore, have 
before them two separate proceed- 
ings, one by a mandate of Con- 
gress ordering an investigation of 


and the other filed by the carriers 
in the Mountain-Pacific States, 
seeking increases. in this western 
territory. 


RESOLUTION QUOTED 

The resolution of Congress is 
broad in its scope, but when en- 
acted was specifically directed to 
the depression in agriculture, 
and a suggestion is made to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
that it proceed with the least prac- 
ticable delay in the changes of the 
rate structure of the country. in 
order to promote the freedom of 
movement by common carriers of 
the products of agriculture at the 
lowest possible rates compatible 
with the maintenance of adequate 
transportation service. 

The resolution uses this signifi- 
cant language: 

“In making any such change, ad- 
justment .or redistribution, the 
commission shall give due regard. 
among other factors, to the general 
and comparative levels in market

to a natural and proper develap- 
ment of the country as a whole. 
and to the maintenance of an ade- 
quate system of transportation.” 


NEW POLICY FORECAST

Fruits Favored | 
by Australians 


American citrus frult has dis- 
placed similar products imported 
from other sources into Australia, 
according to E. M. Lawton, Amert- 
can Consul-General at Sydney: Do- 
mestic production, however, is er- 
panding rapidly and, with prop- 
er storage facilities, may be ex- 
pected to furnish eventually year- 
round supplies. 

Citrus fruit consumption ts de- 
ing stimulated through the activi- 
ties of the New South Wales Cen- 
tral Citrus Association, an organi- 
zation modeled after the Call- 
fornia Fruit Growers’ Exchange. 
In so far as the Australian prod- 
uct cannot be carried over all sea- 
sons of the year, the imported fruit: 
is also benefitting by such activity. | 
California products are received 
between November and February, 
some three or four shipments ar- 
riving annually, Formerly, Japa- 
nese dranges sold freely in Aus- 
tralia at a shilling or two cheap- 
er than California fruit and were 
thought to be superior to the 
American product. Imports from 
Japan, however, have been neg- 
ligible for the last three or four 
years, although no good reason is 
offered for their disappearance. 

Both California lemons and Ital- 
fan lemons are found in Austra- 
lian markets. The Italian lemons 
received at Sydney are smaller 
than the California product. Re- 
tail prices vary from 24 to 72 
cents a dozen, according to the 
seasons previously mentioned. 

Grapefruit from California aver- 
age from 12 to 20 cents each or 
from $1.40 to $2.40 a dozen, prices 
which are generally from 50 to 100 
per cent higher than those paid 
for the domestic product.

of California into the Union. For a week, 
from September 6 to September 12, the Dia- 
mond Jubilee of the Golden State will be 
fittingly celebrated by the whole common- 
wealth. California's rejoicing over the won- 
ders that God has wrought here in the space 
of those seven and a half decades will be 
centered appropriately in the historic and 
pioneer city of San Francisco. 

Every county, every city, every township, 
every individual from the Oregon line to 
the Mexican border and from the Nevada 
deserts to the Pacific Ocean has an equal 
and undivided interest in this general 
thanksgiving for the blessings and the 
bounty with which the Creator has reward- 
ed the efforts of his agents during oyr 
seventy-five years of courageous and con- 
structive progress. : 

Los Angeles, the strongest and most pros 
perous community west of the Rocky Moun- 
tains, will do her part. So also will the 
almost-forgotten mining camp in the heart 
of the old Sierras. So also will the newest 
pioneer settlement on the fringe of our con- 
tracting wilderness. California, one and 
indivisible, belongs to all of us. 

In Buch a celebration as that planned for 
the second week of September there is no 
distinction between north or south, between 
city or hamlet, between ancient or mod- 
ern. Loyalty is the keynote of our Psalm 
of Thanksgiving. California for all its eit! 
zens and all its citizens for Californéa is 
the spirit that has made our State what it 
is at the time of this, our Diamond Jubilee. 

In no one spot could this spirit be bettor 
concentrated; in no single center could the 
heart of California more fully express its 
feelings, than in the grand old city of San 
Francisco. In the stirring period from 1848 
to 1855 the Golden Gate of the coming west 
received the first argosies of adventurous 
spirits from the four corners of the earth, 
after the cession of the almost unexplored 
regions of the Pacific Slope to the United 
States by the Treaty of Guadaloupe Hidalgo. 
From the day San Francisco came under 
the Stars and Stripes the baby State of 
California dated its phenomena! growth. 

California's leap to fame, indeed, started 
from the American River when James WII 
son Marshall at Coloma, while building a 
sawmill, accidentally stumbled on the first 
gold nugget. Seventy-five years later one 
gold nugget means nothing. perhaps, in a 
State whose ofl and fruit and minerals and 
manufactures bave poured out from its har- 
bors and its railroad terminals to every 
American city and into every world-known 
port. 

But in 1848 that gold nugget focused the 
attention of civili man, ever on the look- 
out for new worlds to conquer, on the un- 
folding fortune to be garnered on this un- 
tested Pacific Coast. Under the American 
flag ample prptection: was guaranteed to 
the newcomer for whatever he might ac 
quire in his search for a golden fleece. And 
so marked was the success of the pioneers 
of this new territory that in less than three 
years California was admitted as a full- 
fledged member of the Brotherhood of 
States. 

So, for the celebration of our Diamond 
Jubilee, we go back to the city that at the 
hour of our birth became a household word 
wherever the race for fortune was swiftest 
and the struggle of strong men was the zest 
of living. That historic glamour still clings 
to San Francisco. Since then the march of 
empire has swirled southward and added 
city to city and development to develop 
ment and industry to industry and brought 
to fruition even stranger and more dazzling 
visions. 

From the egg of that golden nugget, nour- 
ished by the spirit that built the first Call 
fornia city, has grown a fledgling of the 
Eagle's brood to size and stature astonisb- 
ing to the family of mankind. That spirit 
survives in every achievement which has 
added in the course of the last seventy-five 
fertile years to the wealth and population 
and fame of the well-loved State every loyal 
Californian today delights to call his own. 

Our Diamond Jubilee brings every one of 
our citizens, native or foreign-born, rich or 
poor, old or young, artist or builder, urban 
or rural, spender or earner, into one State 
brotherhood for extolling the splendor of 
our common heritage, for rejoicing in the 
handiwork of the leaders in our so many 
successful enterprises, and for returning 
grateful thanks to the Giver of all things 
for the mercies He has vouchsafed His 


struggle and development. 

Los Angeles will be present in beart and 
spirit at every demonstration staged in 
honor of dur State in our sister city. 
Neither will the music of the West be 
halted by boundary lines nor confined by 
oceans or continents. For when the open- 
ing note is struck on Saturday night in the 
great Civic Auditorium, “Big Ben” from 
the ancient clock tower in the old city of 
London will chime an answering welcome 
and that responsive chime will be heard 
by bundreds of listeners in San Francisco 
six thousand miles away. Our Diamond 
Jubilee will in actuality “fire the shot heard 
‘round the world.” It will be salvo of peace 
and good will to all who love California. 


40 EAL THYSELF” 

Speaking before the American Bar 

Association on Wednesday, former Chief 
Justice Hughes warned the bench and bar 
of the nation that they are in a measure 
responsible for the unchecked wave of 
crime that is sweeping the country. “Our 
capacity to protect life itself is in ques- 
tion,“ be asserted. “There is a manifedt 
failure to secure, through an adequate ad- 
ministration of our criminal laws and ap- 
propriate punishment of crimes, the deter- 
rent effects which are in a larger part the 
object of these laws.” 
He maintained that this failure is due 
only to a slight extent to the obscurity of 
statutes and placed the blame in part on 
unfit judges and unscrupulous barristers. 
Speaking of the bench he sald: “A poor 
judge is perhaps the most wasteful indul- 
gence of the community. You can refuse 
to patronize a merchant who does not carry 
a good stock, but you have no recourse if 
you are haled before a judge whose mental 
and moral goods are inferior. Good inten- 
tion is no substitute for adequate knowl- 
edge.”

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“for the lowering of standards of justice by 
seeking, if not demanding, an inordinate 
latitude, especially in sensational cases.” 

He admonished the judges to use their 
authority to keep the attorneys strictly to 
the essential points of the case before the 

urt, to compel them to cut out horse play 
and by-plays. “Let us not talk simply of 
rules of procedure,” he said, “in the desire 
to obtain the appropriate punishment of 
crime and the enforcement of law, but make 
it our concern that trials of criminal cases 
shall be less a game to please the spec- 
tators than a serious and successful effort 
to deal promptly and efficiently with a pre 
cise charge, with no right infringed and no 
nonsense tolerated.” 

It is possible that the address delivered 
by Mr. Hughes was not the kind the as- 
sembled barristers expected. He wasted 
no time in blatant or subtle flattery, but 
devoted himself to pointing out and sus 
gesting methods for remedying existing, 
abuses in present court procedure. 

A part of his address was devoted to «a 
warning against a growing spirit of intol- 
erance in legislation. He stressed especial- 
ly legislation which tends to limit instruc 
tion in the public schools and State univer- 
sities. What he had to say in this regard 
will doubtless be highly pleasing to the new 
sect of evolutionists, those who assert that 
the Darwin hypothesis is true and that the 
biblical hypothesis is false. 

But Mr. Hughes took no sides, holding 
that instruction in the public schools should 
be open to both, “What could be more 
plausible,” he said, “than that the truth of 
religion should be fostered by the state? 
But if so fostered and supported, its nature 
will be determined by the state. What 
could be a nobler exercise of governmental 
power than to destroy religious error and 
save the souls of men from perdition? That 
plausible pretext bas given us the saddest 
pages of history. That road leads beck to 
the perversion of authority and the abhbor- 
rent practices of the dark days of political 
disqualifications on grounds of religion, of 
persecution, of religious wars, of tortures, 
of martyrdom.” 

Absolute freedom of education from bu- 
reaucratic limitation was held by Mr. 
Hughes to be essential to the progress, even 
to the preservation of our present civilize 
tion. 

To one who reads the address there can 


be to mistaking the impartial sincerity of |. 


its author. There were no apt phrases to 
awaken pession or prejudice, no attempt 
to be popular at the price of being sincere. 
Mr. Hughes has no personal ambition for po- 
litical preferment; and, in part, for this rea- 
son his utterances carry a note of inspira 
tion.

Document of 10,000 Pages Filed Before Court in 
Effort to End Charges in Mail T heft 


A 10,000-page document containing two motions to diemiss and one 
to quash the indictment against Joe Bertsche, charged with robbing 
the United States mails, as a member of the old Herb Wilson gang, 
was filed with the Federal court yesterday by Otto Christensen, repre- 


senting Berteche. 

Bertsche, Frank Wilson, and 
Jack Elerick were tried and found 
not guilty last February on the 
charge of mall robbery, the indict- 
ment being based upon the $1,000,- 
000 robbery of a niall truck on 
First street, March 3, 19231. Her- 
bert Wilson, the leader of the 
bandits, now serving a life sen- 
tence in San Quentin for the mur- 
der of Hertert Cox, a pal, was the 
principal government witness, but 
hie elucidation of sco of 
sensational crimes did not con- 
vince the jury of Bertsche's guilt. 

Two motions of “autrefois ac- 
quit.“ an ancient law unearthed for 
the occasion, were filed yesterday. 
The indictment which is sought to 
digmiss, charges the defendan‘s. 
Bertsche, Elerick and others with 
conspiring to rob the malle in the 
Station C hold-up, of November 3. 
1921. The attorney asserts that his 
client has already been in jeopar- 
dy. evidence concerning the sec- 
ond robbery’ having been produced 
at the first trial. 

The motion to quash relates that 
Postal Inspector Cellar was an il- 
legal person before the Federal 
grand jury when the indictments 
were returned. The case is sched- 
uled to go to trial October 6, next.
